New Basic Herd d Regulations | 


Announced by Federal Gov't 


A directive has been 
the federal government covering 
the establishment by farmers of 
basic herds for income tax purposes, 

Under the terms of the directive 
Revenue Minister McCann — states 
that basic herds may be establish- 
ed for cattle, horses, sheep or 
swine, 

Both registered and grade ani- 
mals are included, but a separate 
basic herd must be established for 
both provided that where the num 
ber of animals in either class does 
not exceed 10 per cent of the total 
basic herd it will be unnecessary 
to establish a basie herd for each, 

Approval of a basic herd may be 
applied for to be effective as of 
January 1, 1947, for a taxpayer who 
has engaged in livestock operations 
begun after January 1, 1947.

ballot, because only with water and sewage can Dids- | 
bury progress and blossom forth into the healthy com- 
munity it was destined to be, but which can only come 
about by our combined efforts at this time. 

A rumor is circulating that the true facts of financ- 
ing the system have not been placed before the rate- 
payers, but such is not the case. Everything possible 
has been done to acquaint the people with all the facts, 
not only as to cost of project and repayment of the 
debentures, but also who will bear the cost. The latter 
will be those being provided with water and sewage 
facilities, plus only one direct charge to the Town of 
$1,400 for hydrant service for fire protection. 

Whoever has been circulating the rumor that be- 
sides this it may take a general levy of from five to ten 
mills on the tax rate of property intown to keep the 


system operating and pay the debentures is certainly |, 
misrepresenting the whole cause and thus endangering | 


the outcome of the vote on the by-laws, which must pass 
on April 14th by a two-thirds majority if Didsbury is to 
transform from a ‘jerk-water town’ to a healthy com- 
munity with modern conveniences for modern ways of 
living. 

The whole truth of the matter of cost and operating 
a water and sewage system is that instead of raising 
the taxes, it is more likely to lower them. Reason for this 
is that the repayment of loan and operating costs have 
been based on only 60 water users, whereas at the pres- 
ent time there are over 125 dwellings in the area to be 


served by water and sewage. While not all of these | 


dwellings can or will be serviced by water within the 
next two years, it is reasonable to hope that two-thirds 
of them will put in water and sewage as soon as they 
can get the material. This will assure sufficient revenue 
to pay the debentures and operating cost without add- 
ed revenue. 

On the other hand, nearly every community that 
has installed water and sewage has found that water 
users increase from year to year and most utilities show 
a profit. Take our neighboring town of Innisfail for ex- 
ample, one of the latest to instal waterworks. The ini- 
tial system there was planned for 125 users. Two years 
after the completion of the system shows around 225 
connections with another 50 waiting for material so 
that they can have modern conveniences. Innisfail will 
therefore have 275 water users paying for a system that 
is designed to be paid out of revenue from 125 users. We | 
predict a healthy future for Innisfail’s water and sew- | 
age system, and if Didsbury ratepayers will only see 
the light now and vote favourably we predict the same 
healthy future for Didsbury’s proposed water and sew- 
age system, without any increased tax burden on local 
citizens who will not have the opportunity to instal 
water and sewage at the present time.
